Fo more than a century paſt, the Goſpel was not preached at FaRNYU 4M, till about the year 1786; when it pleaſed the Lox p. in 
his good Providence, to fend among us the Rev. Mr Guxy, whoſe faithful labours, in public and private, for the ſpace of fix 
years, were remarkably owned and bleſſed, to the turning great numbers of the inhabitants of FARN Hau, and the adjacent villages, 
from darkneſs to light. — 

The great ſucceſs which attended the preaching of this faithful ſervant of Gor, excited the natural enmity of tlie hearts of man 
wealthy people, at whoſe inſtigation the Rector diſmiſſed him from the church, of which he was only the afternoon-preacher; and ſince 
that, he has been turned out of the church at Optnan, a place about eight miles diſtant, where he uſe4 to preach iu the morning. 

During the latter part of Mr Guxx's miniſtry, we met, by his approbation, at different places in tie town, for prayer and reading 
the Scriptures. At theſe meetings we uſed to ſing the praiſes of God, and read a printed evangelical Sermon, for our improvement in 
religious knowledge. But the enemies of the Goſpel, who had been ative in turning Mr Guy out of the church, encouraged a mob 


to interrupt our worſhip, and to pelt us with ſtones and brick-bats. At length the inhabitants, menace by the rich, and inſulted by the 


rabble, were afraid to let us aſſemble on their premiſes; nor could we procure à room, thoug!: we offered more than the uſual rent. 

Thus perſecuted and driven from place to place, and at laſt refuſed every kind of accommodation, ve were under the neceflity of 
purchaſing and licenſing a place, that we might aſſemble together under the protection of the Toleration Act. 

Here, for a while, we were occaſionally favoured with a Goſpel Sermon from ſome of the neighbouring Miniſters; but the Clergy- 
man of the church demandcd a fig!1t of the licence; who, though he knew it was properly regiitered in the Biſhop's Court, as the At 
directs, yet he perſiſted in declaring it to be illegal. | 

e mob, encouraged, by this declaration, and ſet on by ſeveral opulent people, thinking they might do to us æhat they ple ſed with 
impunity, perſecuted us in ſuch an outrageous manner, that the lives of ſeveral of our friends were in danger. 

On the evening of Eaſter Sunday laſt, about zuo of ns being aſſembled together to worthip God, according to the dictates of our 
conſciences, and conformable to the laws of our country, we were fo rudely aſſaulted within doors, and without, that with the greateſt 
difficulty, through a back-door, we made our eſcape. | 

On the Thurſday following, a miniſter from Guildford came to preach ; but a oft daring ontrageous mob commenced ſuch a riot, 
throwing ſlones and brick-bats in at the windows, that the congregation were agaia obligel to fice for their lives. The peace-officers 
demanded aſſiſt ance from the military, being of themſelves 1: capable of quelli:s the ridt. Their requeſt was granted; but the daager 
was ſo great, that our friends deſired us, for a while, tc deſiſt from mecting together, | 

Notwitiiſtanding theſe violent perſecutions, the ſpirit of hearing increaſed. After ſeeking the LorD in prayer for his direction, we 
ſubmitted our Cale to ſeveral reſpectable minitters, in town and country, who advilcd us to build a place for public worſhip. With fear 
and trembling we began this undertaking, knowing that the expence would far exceed our abilitizs to diſcharge : but the LorD has in- 
clined the hearts of his dear people to help us, beyond our moſt ſanguine expectations; and we have been enabled to get the building ſo 
forwarded, as to have it opened (though in an unfinithed ſtate) on the 16th of October, 1792, when the Rev. Mr Marruxw Wilks, 
Mr ForD, and Mr Erxe, came down from LoxDov, and each of them preached a Sermon on the occaſion, Several hundreds of 
people attended the opening; and ever ſince the place has heen crowded, p iy on Sunday evening. | 

The people of the town being over-awed wealthy and powerful oppoſers, we could procure no place upon more reaſonable 
terms than that on which our building is erected, which coſt us 1 50l. as it is a freehold, and had two little tenements ſtanding on it, 
which were taken down. 

The building, when finiſhed, will coſt at leaſt 65ol. which, with the purchaſe- money of the ground, and jol. ſpent in proſecuting 
the moſt notorious offenders, (an account of which has been given in the County Chronicle, as mentioned on the wrappers of the fiith 
number of the Evangelical Magazine,) amount to 870l.— Serious perſons, who have ſeen our Caſe, and the names of the miniſters who 
have recommended it, have given ſo liberally, that upwards of 4col. have already been collected; and, to enable us to diſcharge the 
remainder, we are under the neceſſity of requeſting fimilar aſſiſtance from our Chriſtian Brethren of all denominations. 

We have the happineſs to ſay, that our Caſe is approved of, and ſtrongly recommended by the following reſpectable Miniſters,

ON the 10th of OcTcBER, 1792, we preached at FaxNHuu, at the opening of the new place of worſhip, and were eye-witneſles of 
the great ſpirit of hearing which it has pleaſed God to give to the inhabitants of that town and neighbourhood. We made particular 
inquiries of M:, Guxx, and many of the neighbouring Miniſters who attended, and find it is their unanimous opinion, that it is likely 
to be a very important ſtand for the Goſpel. At FaRNHau, there are not leſs than five hundred families, many of whom have an 
ardeat deſire to hear the word of Gop. And the adjacent villages, which have long been in total darkneſs, begin to fee the difference, 
and, to all appcarance, would be willing to receive the Goſpel, if it could be ſent among them. 

The injupies theſe poor people have ſuſtained, the perſecutions they have endured, the number of lively ſerious perſons among them, 
the evident appearauces of GoD in their behalf, and the dark and deplorable ſtate of the country for many miles around, loudly call for 
the generous exeryjons of all thoſe who with to ſupport the cauſe of CartsT, and extend the boundaries of his Kingdom. We therefore 
gladly embrace this opportunity (in addition to what two of us have already written) to recommend, in the molt earneſt manner, this 
extraordinary Caſe of the people of FaRNlͤ ., to the particular attention of all our dear and well-beloved Chriſtian friends.
